A de- 
tail of marines and seamen from tbe 
Training Station escorted the Ixidy to 
the church and from tliure to the grave,

Youug Thomas had spent most of Ills

Iu the presence of a great crowd of 


hortilledspectators Alexander Ander- 
son leaped from the top ttory of the 
Perry House Tuesday afternoon aud 
received terrible Injuries which result- 
ed lu his death within a tliuit time 
after his arrival at the Newport Hoa- 
pltal. Although 
every 
effort 
was 


made by police, firemen and citizens 
to present the rash act nothing availed 
aud those who had attempted to save 
him could ouly render such assistance 
as possible in getting him to the hoi- 
pltal. 


Anderson was a gardener until re- 


cently in the employ of Mrs. T. J. 
Emery lu Mlddlelown. When «ob«r 
he was an unusually competent mao 
and had a ho»t of friends, but at tluue* 
he drank heavily aud then wa» un- 
ijiauageable. Asbort time ago lie re- 
turned to his home considerably the 
worse for llquoraod abused his family 
so that trje police had to be ['ailed in. 


After that he was dttcharged from 


his employment aud his wife aud chil- 
dren left him. Since then he had been 
drinking steadily. 


He had been iu tbe habit of taking a 


room at tbe Perry House occasionally 
and although ou account of his habits 
he was refuted, liquor there he was 
allowed to take a room early iu the 
week. Tuesday afternoon he was seeu 
to be sitting In the wiudow of bis room 
on the fourth floor with his feet In Ihe 
gutter. Attendants went to his room 
to get him to come lu, but the door wai 
locked aud he aunounced that if any- 
body came iu he would jump from tha 
window. Passers ou the street saw 
him at the window aud in a short lime 
a large crowd collected and all sorts of 
.advice "was given. Mr. John W. Gib- 
sou, a close friend of Anderson, went 
to Ihe door of tbe room aud tried to 
persuade Anderson to come back but 
without avail. 


Hood &- Ladder Truck No. 1 wae 


finally called upon and with the as- 
sistance of men from tlie Emergency 
Company a ladder was raised In tlie 
hope of bringing the man down, or 
forcing him back into the room. Just 
before the ladder reached him the door 
of the room was broken open by the 
police and several oftlcera rushed in to 
grab hiiu. Just as OIHcer Schneider 
was nbuut to clutch him 
Anderson 


gave a spring far out into the air, 
clearing the small balcony, and came 
down with a thud in .the street beluw. 
The crowd horrified stood lu silence for 
a moment aud then 
several 
men 


rushed to him and he was carried in ID 
Curley's drug store, while the ambu- 
lance was summoned. He did not lose 
consciousness although lie was terribly 
injured aud was able to speak to those 
about him. 
He was rushed 
to the 


hospital nnd died there within a very 
short time. 


His arm* and ribs were crlialiiid by 


the fall and he also received terrible in- 
ternal Injuries, although his outward 
appearance did not look very ~ bad to 
those that picked him up. 


When the crowd saw him hutlinir 


through Ihoair a groan went up. Muny 
turned their heads away, unable to 
look upon tlie spectacle. Women wcie 
overcome and nfthe men who saw the 
luap many were unable to cluso their. 
eyes that night.

Belmont Memorial Church Thursday 
afternoon, and were attended by rela- 
tives, friends aud members-of Ihe vari- 
ous organizations of which the de- 
ceased wns a member.

In restraint of trade. No sooner ha.the 
govermeut outlined the scheme of a 
receivership 
for lawbreaklug 
trusts 


than there comes another announce- 
ment of a plan that the President hai 
been working over forsoun time which 
Is to make the government a purl owner 
of the railroads aud have a government 
representative on tbe board of directors 
of each ofthe principal lines. 'Ibis la 
really about tlie ueatent, mo«l up-to- 
date and InexpeusiYescbeuae that has 
beeu broached yet. It makes the gov- 
ernment part owner of the railroads, a 
minority stockholder, In fact, and puts 
the federal authorities iu position lo 
know what Is going on luslde the di- 
rectorate without saddling the govern- 
ment wilh the burden of direct owner- 
ship aud without eliminating the much 
vaunted "private brain" which Is al- 
ways advanced by railroad officials as 
a sufficient reason why the roads cau 
be run better under private than uud er 
govern men t ownerahlp. 


The plan as outlined by some ofthe 


people wlw have talked with Ihe Pres- 
ident at Oyster Bay It »lujple lu tba 
extreme, 'it If simply for the govern- 
ment to buy a certain amount of »tock 
lu the hie roads In tbe open market. It 
would uot have lo be a large amouut, 
considering the Influence of the feder. 
al authorities to insure tbe election of a 
government director ou the board of 
each of the big trunk line*. Such a 
director would have to b4 a picked man, 
one of ability coupled with unquest- 
ioned boueety. 
B«iug a party to the 


meetings of tbe board, b« would be In 
a position to know what waa being 
done and would b« able to advl»e the 
Department of Justice of anything un- 
lawful that the railroad either had done 
or eoulemplated doing. There could be 
no reasouable objeclkm on Ihe part of 
the railroads to such goverum«ut re- 
presentation, for the ouly objeet of 
such a man would b» to report railroad 
law breaking. Of course, tbe railroads 
cannot confe** that they ever waut to 
break the law, »o they eould make uo 
logical objection to tbe presence of au 
official whose builnem wa* to *ee that 
they did uot. Congre** would of coune, 
have to appropriate tbe money to buy 
iloclrs, but it ii uot likely that Cougre** 
would raise auy objection to au expend- 
iture of this »ort. 
The periodical anuouuceineut has 


come to the 
War Department, uot 


officially, but by way of the new*- 
paper*, of tbe arrat of a Japan*** spy 
who ha* been sketching th» coart d»- 
leuie*. This time the ipy baa been 
caught In Ft. Roeecrans, at Ban Diego, 
Cal. Po**lbly It ti the Mine *py who 
has beeu caught by tbe paper* ao often 
before. II It li, be ought by this time 
to have quite a large and Interesting 
portfolio of American coast defense 
plan*. He ha* been caught, granting, 
of course, that it is tbe »ame spy, .at 
Manila, Fortreaa Monroe; Ft.

He hrn 
beeu ou a tourof Europe with a very 
distinguished alafl comprising a num- 
ber of high naval officers aud princes 
more or lesa cloeely connected with Ibfl 
throne. He has seen all of the latest 
development in the Europeon uavlea, 
aud Isstoppiug lu tula country to find 
out whai ihe Uulted States Is doing 
while ou his way back to Japau. He 
made a very agreeable after dluuer 
speech iu the --presence nf Admiral 
Evatit, Admiral Coghlau, Stewart L. 
\Yuodford, and a uumuerof other lead- 
ing Americans. The burden of his 
talk WM that tbe United Slates had 
beeu tbe first friend of Japau among 
the western nations. We had opened 
up Ihe country to w**l*ru civilization, 
and Japau bad us to thank for her 
material progm* of tb« past half ceo- 
tury. Tne Japau** people were grate- 
ful and did not even like the thought 
of tbe*e long existing tie* of friendship 
being brokeu, aud ao far a» Japan was 
concerned, the preterit frlctkm over 
evenlsou the Pacific Coast could never 
develop Into araied boittllltlee.

"Estate of Deptii dence Ellery, ship- 


wright, of Gloucester Mass., Essex Co., 
Mae«. records, Lib. 334. p. 247. im- 
pendence Ellery died Intestate, and let- 
ters of administration were granted to 
litesou Jotm,14 Feb., 1757, who gav« 
bond to exhibit au iuveulory and ren- 
der an account, by first Monday In 
October, 1757. In this account appears 
as "given to the widow for necessaries 
£. 13, C, S, *ijd for mourning £. 4." 
John Ellery died before completing tils 
account of the estate, apparently with- 
out wife or children. 


John Dane, Nathaniel Kinsman and 


Nathaniel Ellery, (probably the brother 
of Dependence) all of Gloucester, Mass., 
were appointed a commission to divide 
one third of the Estate of the late De- 
pendence Ellery unto hl» widow Sa- 
rah Ellery, 23 October, 1773. They 
were also appointed to divide the re- 
.mainlug two thirds of the Estate, 
among the heirs, which only Inven- 
toried £70. David Row, a son-in-law 
of the late Dependence Ellery, gave a 
bond to pay this to the other heirs as 
follows: 
* 


To the legal heirs, if any, of John El- 


lery, deceased, eldest sort of the said 
Intestate, £25;'To Auatice Cross, wife 
of Robert Cross, aud JIary Rlggs, wid- 
ow, and Abigail Ellery, single, daugn-, 
ten 
of said lutestate, £12 10 each. 


David Row was also appointed adrn iu- 
Istrator of the estate of John Ellery, In- 
testate, and in rendering his account, 
uo wife nor heirs of John are mentioned. 
It Is therefore safe to aieume that the 
only heirs living at the time of the 
death of Dependence Ellery were his 
fou John, and the daughters above 
mentioned, and that the rest of the 
children died in infancy, oral any 
rate, without issue. 


Dnvld Row Is mentioned in Lib. 351, 


p. GO, 78, 74, ns son-in-law, but 
no 


reference as to name of his wife, or any 
children.
